A non-profit organization, the 

Visiting Nurse Association of 
Los Angeles was organized In 
1940 to provide bedside nursing 
care for the sick in their homes.

VNA also teaches the family 
how to care for the patient, su 
pervises care, and aids in pre­ 
vention of disease through 
health, hygiene and sanitation 
education.

Instrumental in bringing the 
VNA service into this vicinity 
are members of the Harbor 
Area Welfare Planning Coun­ 
cil organized In June of 1053. 

Torrancfe Representatives
Torrance representatives and 

members at large on the coun­ 
cil are Dr. Benjamin Cogan of 
the City Health Office, Torrance 
and George W. Evans.

The VNA is a participating 
member of the Community 
Chest, and In addition receives 
funds from nominal fees of pa­ 
tients based upon their "ability- 
tc-pay."

A unanimous recommenda­ 
tion made by the Board of "Pi- 
rrctors of the Harbor Area 
Planning Council to establish 
the new VNA office in Torranre 
on Nov. 1 and to initiate active 
service by Doc. 1 is expected to 
be verified by the Los Angeles 
VNA very shortlv.
